DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 168 and 172-178 are withdrawn from further 
consideration by the Examiner, under 37 C.F.R. § 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to non-elected inventions. 

Claims 155-159, 161-167, 169-171, and 179 are being acted 

upon. 

2. Applicant's amendments and remarks, filed 4/21/04 are 
acknowledged. As noted by Applicant, canceled Claim 160 was 
improperly rejected in the previous action. In view of 
Applicant's amendments and remarks, only the following rejections 
remain . 

3. As set forth in the previous action, Applicant is advised 
that due to the Office's new electronic application format the 
Examiner no longer has access to the actual specification and can 
no longer make informal changes such as updating priority data or 
correcting minor errors such as mistakes in spelling. Applicant 
is advised that spelling errors have been noted in the instant 
specification. Applicant is further advised that all spelling 
errors must be corrected prior to allowance. 

4. This application contains sequence disclosures that are 
encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a) (1) and (a) (2). However, 
this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
1.821 through 1.825. Specifically, on the Sequence List filed 
7/23/03, SEQ ID NO:2 is identified at line <213> as deriving from 
mus musculus, whereas the computer readable copy, also filed 
7/23/03, indicates at line <213> that SEQ ID NO:2 is derived from 
homo sapiens. 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the 
invention, and of the manner and process of making and using 
it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable 
any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same 
and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 157 and 179 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
first paragraph, as the specification does not contain a written 
description of the claimed invention, in that the disclosure does 
not reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
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inventor (s) had possession of the claimed invention at the time 
the application was filed. This is a new matter rejection. 

The specification and the claims as originally filed do not 
provide support for the invention as now claimed, specifically, 
the recitation of: 

B) u The antigen-binding fragment of claim 156 wherein the 
antibody is human" , (Claim 157). 

D) "A kit comprising an antigen-binding fragment of claim 
155 and a component selected from the group consisting of: BDCA-2 
protein, a buffer, and a label conjugated to, or that can be 
conjugated to, the antigen-binding fragment", (Claim 179). 

Applicant's arguments, filed 4/21/04, have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that 
Claim 157 is supported by paragraphs 148-150 of the specification 
and Claim 179 is supported by paragraphs 207, 208, and 210 of the 
specification. 

Regarding Claim 157, the specification discloses mammalian 
and humanized mAbs [148] , human polyclonal antibodies produced in 
a mouse [149] , murine mAbs [150] , and bispecif ic mAbs [126] , but 
not human mAbs . 

Regarding Claim 179, the specification discloses a kit 
comprising and antigen-binding fragment (thus, making said 
antigen-binding fragment a "reagent in the kit") [207], a buffer 
[210] , and a label conjugated to said reagent [208] , but not a 
label that can be conjugated to an antigen-binding fragment, 
i.e., an unconjugated label. Applicant's argument that u a second 
reagent that is capable of combining with the first reagent" 
supports said unconjugated label is not found convincing. 

7. Claim 155-156, 158-159, 161-167, and 169-171 are allowed.
